The periodicals, 
RelGct^d ou*: of hundreds that might be included, will keep the reader 
informed on developments in various fields. 

The third part— Faculty Suggestions — was accumulated by asking 
our Faculty members to propose titles, not classics in the humanities, 
but works of fairly recent date — criticism, history, commentary, 
anything that gives humanities teachers ideas to mull over.

An author and subject index to periodicals and museum 
bulletins covering archaeology, architecture, arts and crafts, fine arts, 
films and photography, and related subjects. 

Audiovisual Market Place . Biennial. R. R. ^owker Company, New York. An 

excellent guide to non-book educational materials. Lists producers and 
distributors by media and by subject areas. Has an up-to-date list of 
books and journals that describe and review audiovisual materials. 

Book Review Digest . Monthly except February and July with cumulations during 
the year and an annual cumulated volume. H. w. Wilson Company, Bronx, 
New York 10452. The oldest and best known index to book reviews, short 
excerpts from the reviews accompany the references. Reviews can be found 
by author or title of the book or by subject. Knowing the year a book 
was published speeds finding the review. About 73 of the better known 
periodicals are indexed. 

Current Index to Journals in Education (CIJE) . Monthly with semi-annual and 
annual cumulations. CCM Information Corp., New York, N.Y. 10022. An 
index to more than 500 periodicals, most of which are concerned directly 
with education. One is referred from the Subject Index by an entry number 
to the Main Entry Section, where the reference is usually followed by a 
short summary of the article. 

Education Index (Ed. Ind.) Monthly except July and August with cumulations 
during the year and an annual cumulated volume. H. W. Wilson Company, 
Bronx, New York 10452. An author and subject index to 241 education 
periodicals. All levels of education are included and the subject range 
is broad. In addition to periodicals, important government publications 
as well as significant books and the publications of educational associations 
are indexed. 

Index to Book Reviews in the Humanities . Annual voltune. Phillip Thomson, 

131 Bismark, Williamston, Michigan 48895. Re'^erences to 3 more extensive 
selection of reviews than are found in Book Review Digest , indexes about 
300 journals in all areas of the humanities, although since 1970 history 
has been omitted. Not so easy to use as Book Review Digest , but it 
covers nearly three times as many periodicals. 

Magazines for Libraries . By Bill Katz. R. R. Bowker, New York. 1969. 
Detailed and critical annotated list of periodicals designed to help 
librarians and others make an informed choice. The periodicals are 
arranged by subject, and the intended audience and an estimate of value 
are indicated. 

Music Index . Monthly with annual cumulations. Information Coordinators, Inc., 
1435 Randolph Street, Detroit, Michigan 48226. An index to more than 270 
periodicals published throughout the world covering all types of music. 

Paperbound Book Guide for High Schools . Annual, but latest issue is 1970. 

R. R. Bowker Company, New York. A selective subject guide to approximately 
5500 inexpensive reprints and originals chosen especially for secondary 
school use by the publishers. Seems to have been discontinued, but 
Paperbound Book Guide for Collegec; is still appearing annually.

This index provides abstracts 
of research reports and references to the complete documents. In order 
to find an abstract one may consult the detailed subject index, the 
author or institution indexes, or the broad categories in which the 
abstracts are grouped. Most libraries that have Research in Education 
also have the reports themselves on microfilm. Microfilm or hard copy 
can also be purchased inexpensively from the Educational Research 
Information Center (ERIC). 

Selected U.S» Government Publications . Twice a month. Superintendent of 
Documents, Attn: "SL" Mail List, Washington, D.C. 20402. Great 
bargains, this is an annotated list of government publications of 
general interest. It should be in every library. Also convenier : to 
have at home for personal use.

The Teacher 
Edition makes suggestions for promoting thoughtful discussion in English, 
social studies and humanities as well as art classes.

The articles 
are supplemented by summaries of books dealing with the same subject 
and by a selected bibliography of materials that have appeared during 
tiut previous ten years.

An eight-page newsletter usually 
consisting of a lead article on a scholarly subject, descriptions of 
work recently completed with grants from the National Endowment for 
the Humanities, and an annotated bibliography on a subject of academic 
interest.

Educational Leadership . Monthly: October-May. Association for Supervision 
and Curriculum 'Development, 1201 Sixteenth Street, N.W. , Washington, D.C. 
20036. Part of each issue is devoted to 5 or 6 articles on a single 
subject of interest to school people, in the rest of the magazine other 
topics are discussed, often from opposing points of view. Regular 
features are "Innovation in Education" and "Research in Review." Most 
articles are by college professors and school administrators. 

Guide to Federal Assistance for Education . Updated monthly. Appleton- 
Century Crofts Education Division, Meredith Corporation, New York, 
N.Y. 10016. An information service designed to enable schools and 
individuals to take advantage of the various federal funds available 
for education. 

School Review . Quarterly. University of Chicago Press, 5801 Ellis Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois 60637. Both practical and theoretical articles on 
meuiy aspects of secondary school education. Useful for teachers and 
admini str ator s . 

Drama

and technique by teachers and directors and interviews with theater 
personages. There are also literary articles and texts of new plays. 
Some issues are devoted to a single theme. Concerned v .th the serious 
theater, both past and present. 

A. C. Edwards, Department of English, University of 
Kansas, Lawrence, Kansas 66044. Serious discussion of twentieth century 
plays and playwrights throughout the world. Similar to Drama Review 
but restricted to the drama since Ibsen.

Contains 16 to 18 
articles » mostly written by teachers » ^ich bear directly on teaching 
composition and language in junior and senior high school. There are 
reviews of books for teachers and students. The section on teaching 
materials describes and evaluates kits, records, films and other aids. 

Media and Methods . Monthly: September-May. North American Publishing Co., 
134 North 13 Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 19107. This provocative 
journal is concerned with literature and politics. It frequently attacks 
the major educational associations and what it considers educational 
fads. It lists significant television programs for the coming month and 
reviews entertainment films » educational films » filmstrips and tapes. 

Foreign Languages

Several recordings in each issue are 
reviewed thoroughly and at length, and many others are given shorter 
but conscientious treatment, speech records are reviewed in **«brds Only," 
and equipment is discussed in "Sound Ideas." A feature entitled 
"The Month's Jazz, Sweet and Singing" has been omitted from recent 
issues but still is listed on the content? page. 

Instrumentalist . Monthly except July. Instn .talist C«npany, 1418 Lake 
Street, Evanston, Illinois 60204. A diversity of articles on bands, 
orchestras and musical instruments in a plush glossy format. There are 
also book and record reviews and features appropriate to the various 
seasons, such as a directory of music camp's in the March issue. 
Informative biographical and historical ai. tides for the student and 
penetrating appraisals of new compositions for the music director. 

Opera News . Monthly, but more often during the opera season. Metropolitan
